Most of Army Unchanged:

REAT is the joy which will fill the hearts of all 
friends and admirers of Sherlock Holmes—and the 
readers of fiction not numbered among his friends 
and admirers are very few and very far between—at the 
appearance of this new volume, containing the History of 
eight of his exploits. Nevertheless, that joy could not be 
20 keen were it not for the information given us by the 
preface. For there we are told, and that upon the author- 
ity of no less a person than Dr. Watson himself, that the 
_ greatest of all detectives is still alive and well. True, he 
‘has occasional twinges of rheumatism, and, as we all 
know, had decided never to emerge from his retirement in 
the little cottage on the Downs, near Eastbourne. But 
Sherlock Holmes is a patriot, and when the Prime Min- 
ister himself requested him to render a certain great serv- 
ice to the nation, he could not refuse. And thus it came 
about that he played an important part in connection with 
.@ certain German spy and the events of August, 1914 
This is the tale which concludes the volume, and is en- 
titled “ His Last Bow.” But from a hint or two given in 
other portions of the book, and from what we know of Mr. 
_ Holmes, we have hopes that this is not his last, but only 
mis latest, bow. He matched his wits against those of the 
most astute man in the German Secret Service, an indi- 
vidual who believed the English a simple folk, extremely 
easy to decelve; and when the game was ended von Bork 
vowed, as Professor Moriarty and Colonel Sebastian Moran 
had done in the old days, to get level” with Sherlock 
Holmes. Perhaps some day we may be told how he tried 
te accomplish that exceedingly difficult feat. | 
The other tales in the book go far back, somé of them 
to the days when Sherlock Holmes and Dr. Watson were 
living together in Baker Street. One of these is the first 
in the book, The Adventure of Wisteria Lodge,” and re- 
lates the extraordinary experience of the eminently re- 
spectable Mr. John Scott Eccles. To be invited to pay a 
visit at a country house, and then awaken in the morning 
to find one’s self alone in the place, is undeniably Aiscon- 
certing to a gentleman of staid and regular habits. But to 
discover that there is murder in the matter, and conspir- 
acy, too, is really a good deal more than a joke. “ The 
Adventure of the Cardboard Box,” which tells of the mys- 


terious and gruesome package sent to an elderly spinster 


living a peaceful and retired life, is another Baker Street 
episode. “The Adventure of the Red Circle” brought 
Sherlock Holmes by an indirect route into an affair which 
concerned the American as well as the English police, 


while the disappearance of the famous Bruce-Partington 


plans for an especially efficient type of submarine brought 
him into contact—not for the first time in his life, by any 
means—with Government officials and Cabinet secrets. It 
also led to the excellent Dr. Watson being required. to 
travel through the London streets with the somewhat un- 
accustomed equipment of “a.jimmy, 4 dark lantern, a 
-ghisel, and a revolver,” and won for Sherlock Holmes a 
gift from the hand of a very great lady, indeed. 

In the course of his extraordinary career Mr. Sherlock 
Holmes has been known to adopt many curtous expedients 
for the ferreting out of criminals, but surely not one 
among them all was stranger than that recounted in the 
episode called “ The Adventure of the Dying Detective.”

HILE Mr. Strong disclaims the 


of Mr. Choate that would be 
elther authoritative or complete, he has 
made a study of his illustrious subject 
that is full of interest, that covers 
fairly well the several phases of his many- 
sided life, and that had, in some of its 
features, the assistance and authority of Mr. 
Choate himself. The very interesting survey 
of Mr. Choate’s immediate ancestry, for m- 
stance, he -had himself prepared for family 
use, but gave a copy of it to Mr. Strong. 
So, also, he gave to the author permission 
to cull whatever he chose from the full scrap- 
books covering his service as Ambassadur to 
England. Other scrapbooks also were placed 
at his disposal which enabled him to quote 
amply from many speechés which Mr. Choate 
had delivered upon varidus occasions. 

The method Mr. Strong has chosen of 4i- 
viding Mr. Choate’s career into four of its 
chief phases and taking up each of these 
separately is unique and enables him to pre- 
sent his subject more compactly and con- 
cisely and to give a clearer view of Mr. 
Choate’s achievements in his varied fields. 
Treating him as New Englander,“ Mr. 
Strong tells of his ancestry, his youth and 
education, his endowment of New England 
characteristics, and his lifelong interests in 
the affairs of New England. Considering his 
subject as New Yorker,” he reviews the 
fifty or more years of public and semi- 
public activity which made Mr. Choate an 
ever interesting personality, his civic services, 
his appearance at public functions, his no- 
table addresses. This phase of the story is 
brought down to include the prominent part 
Mr. Choate took in the welcome last Spring 
to the British and French Commissions and 
his death, which occurred soon after.

Goltz, after he had surrendered to the 
authorities in London and had been kept a 
prisoner for some time, testified in the trial 
of Captain Hans Tauscher, von Igel, and oth- 
ers as to his share in the German secret 
machinations in this country. It is evident 
by the disclosures in this book that he did 
not then tell all he knew. It is equally evi- 


dent that he is not now making a clean breast 


of all that he did and of all that he knew 
others were doing and planning. But what 
he does tell adds some interesting facts to 
the black and filthy tale of German intrigue 
and diabolism in the United States. Some of 
these things he tells outright and others he 


‘allows to be read between the lines. He lets 


it be known, for instance, that he is quite 
sure Captain Tauscher, who was acquitted, 


‘was as guilty as any of the plotters. 


Among the things he reveals of particular 
interest to American readers is that Captain 
Boy-Ed returned to the United States not 
so very many months ago,“ was in New 
York, went from here to Mexico, where he 
selected and established several submarine 
bases for Germany, and attempted to pave 
the way for the Mexican-Japanese alliance 
which Zimmermann was hoping to make; 
journeyed to San Francisco, where he helped 
the counsel for the German Consul Bopp, ar- 
rested for conspiracy and fomenting sedition, 
to securé some evidence in his favor; came on 
to Kansas City and bought off a witness who 
had intended to testify for the United States 
in the trial of certain German agents; then 
returned to the Atlantic Coast and left for 
Germany on the U-53. 

The plot to blow up the Welland Canal, the 
author says, in which he and Tauscher and 
others were implicated, was only a blind to 
attract the attention of the American Secret 
Service and keep its suspicions’ off the real 
enterprise, which wag the crippling of all the 
Canadian East and West railways, the de- 
destruction of as many Canadian soldiers as 
possible, and the rousing of Canadian and 
British antagonism to the United States to 
such an extent as te cause international com- 
plications and possibly a break. The larger 
plot fell through at that time because of 
some delay in getting it started. 

Captain von der Goltz reveals some curious 
information about Germany’s methods in 
**double crossing those who trust in her 
and secretly undermining against her own 
intrigues. He recounts, for instance, the in- 
cessant efforts of Germany to keep a hold 
upon Americans of German birth and de- 
scent, and shows how, after thus doing 
everything possible to inspire them with love 
and leyalty to the Fatherland, to solidify 
them in that sentiment and make them a real 
menace to this country, the inspired pro- 
German propaganda turned against these 
poor dupes and showed them up as disloyal 
Americans for the purpose of inciting race 
hatreds, disintegrating the country, and 
arousing such feeling against the German- 
Americans as would force them to take up 
definitely and with arms the cause of Ger- 
many. 

When the auther’s career as a spy or, 
rather, as a secret diplomatic agent—he 
describes the difference between the two— 
was cut short in London he was on his way 
to this country and Mexico to do his best in 
the stirring up of trouble. He had been in 
Mexico before, and, although not at that 
time in the service of Germany, he had been 
chosen for this particular mission because of 
his knowledge of the country and of people 
through whom he could work. He had been 
told to bring about certain definite results, 
but his instructions left him free to use what- 
ever methods he should think best. He was 
to finance Villa, Zapata, any bandit or am- 
bitieus chief, or all of them, incite Carranza 
against the United States, do anything to 
keep Mexico in turmoil, to arouse the mili- 
tant spirit against it in the United States 
and help to bring on an armed conflict. In 


various parts of his book the author makes 


known some of the long-continued German 
intrigue and counterplotting that have been 
going on in Mexico against this country. 

Of the German spy system in general Cap- 
tain von der Goltz says that ft is in- better 
working order now in the countries with 
which she is at war than it was before the 
war. In England he asserts that 90 per cent. 
of Germany's spies are Englishmen. Of the 
United States he gays: 

Germany has installed in this country 
thousands of men, whose nationality and 
habits are such as te protect them from 
suspicion, who work silently and aloné, 
because they know that their very lives 
depend upon a silence, and who are in 
communication cent or- 
ganization, for the very simple reason that 
no such organization exists.

HE history in pictures of a great city 

at the various stages of its develop- 
ment are inevitably interesting and reveal- 
ing, and Liverpool is a particularly good 
example of what not to do in city planning. 
The authors of “‘ Bygone Liverpool hope 
that their volume of plans, drawings, and 
other illustrations, accompanied by accurate 
and interesting descriptive text, will tempt 
readers to study the history of the city, 
and certainly any reader possessed of the 


slightest degree of civic curiosity will find 
Mr. Muir's preface a stimulating document. 
The progress of the town is traced from the 
Little triangle of medlaeval buildings, still 
contained in 1680 within their ancient limits 
and preserved in their original aspect by 
an unknown Dutch painter, through the brisk 
beginnings and later development of its com- 
mercial importance with its eccompanying 
slovenliness and meanness, to the dawning 
vision of civic decency and beauty in 1875, 
the date of the latest picture included in 
the book. 

Mr. Muir has none of the apologetic ten-

In the next period came the steamship 
and the railway and the city responded by 
creating a magnificent series of docks, won- 
derful and beautiful in their granite strength. 
The architect and surveyor to the corporation, 
John Foster, was an artist of real ability, and 
buildings rose in the central town, streets 
were widened, and improvements undertaken 
that added greatly to the dignity of the city’s 
aspect.

R. BYNNER has been known for some 


years now as a maker of bright little 
lyrics, whose chief characteristic perhaps 
might be put in the word “ deft.” 
writing of such brief and graceful pieces has 
long been popular with English poets every 
ene acquainted with Elizabethan and Ja- 
cobean song-books is aware; but that the 
difficulty of the task is as great as its 
fascination is probably understood only by 
those who have attempted it. “ Multum in

To give the precise reasons for Mr. Bynner’s 
fafiure is perhaps not easy; but there are two 
that come to mind. For one thing, the figure 
of Celia is so dim and ifsubstantial] that we 
never have clear sight of her; her personality 
is much vaguer than those of some quite 
secondary characters, than those, for in- 
stance, of the two sisters, Helen and Jean, 
with whom the poet was first in love. And 
his second defect is néar akin to the first, 
namely, that his passion impresses us as thin 
and remote and lacking in that profound 
quality which could alone give the sustaining 
basis for a theme of such scope. Though he 
has failed in his main purpose, however, it 
is to be remarked that scattered here and 
there throughout the book are many charm- 
ing lyrics quite in his usual satisfying man- 
mer. Of these, Mercy,“ “An Old Biegy,” 
and The Heart of Gold are particularly 
fine.

Wordsworth's grandiosity } 
is unpopular, but the bread which he assid- 
uously crumbled in We Are Seven 42d 
Lucy Gray found its way into the por- 
ringers of half the nurseries in the United 
Kingdom and the United States. But con- 
cede the unpopularity. What does it prove? 
Wordsworth as innovator was largely puerile. 
Was the race bound in honor or in logic to 
indorse the fatuity of the Wordsworthian 
means because in a dim, fumbling way it 
I revere 
that great man and his ends without admir- 
ing his propaganda. I avow a preference of 
milk to cognac. Am I pledged to drink milk- 
and-water uncomplainingly on the ground 
‘that the sacred springs of Windermere and 

ydal have furnished the diluting fluid? 

Similarly as to Whitman. Because I like 
Brite s ends, without liking overmuch 

ither the man or kis verse, I am rather 
illogical.’"” Let us see. I like improvement 
in labor conditions, and I do not indorse 
William Haywood. Is my position illogical? 
I believe that.only a law-keeper can guide 
labor to enlarged opportunity. I belleve that 
only an artist can conduct literature back to 
freedom. To my mind both positions are 
sound, and their analogy is incontestable. 
Is there no such thing as an impracticable 
ally? Even the Entente has its Russie. 

Browning, I am told, is intellectual rather 
than emotional, and must not be ranked 
with the poets of nature. Why pit intellect 
against nature? Is the brain an artifice? 
Moreover, to call a poet intellectual rather 
than emotional is much as if one said that 
the motive force in the street railway was 
electrical rather than mechanical; the in- 
tellect starts the emotion as the electricity 
starts the mechanics. Nothing is poetry that 
is not finally emotion. To the editorial’s 
view of art as the impeccable middle term 
between nature and artificiality I héartily 
subscribe. 

The editor wants “‘a great original poet. 
With all my heart. Great poets are per se 
desiderata, but it is not quite clear how the 
rise of a new Chaucer or a new Milton to- 
morrow would settle the question as to 
whether Chaucerism or Miltonism is the true 
demand and final destiny of the literature of 
the English-speaking world. Such a poet 
will have rarity and distinction.“ Very 
probably; but in this’ matter we must dis- 
criminate between the poet who pursues dis- 
tinction (Milton, Landor, Tennyson) and the 
poet whom distinction pursues, (Chaucer, 
Shakespeare, Browning.) It is to the latter 
I should look for the salvation of our litera- 
ture.

NE of the dear, new-old books that is 
out for the children for the Christmas 
holidays this year is “The Water 

Babies,“ by Charles Kingsley, with elght 
illustrations in color by Maria L. Kirk, (Lip- 
pincott Company, $1.35.) Big people and 
little people are always glad to see a new 
edition of this old favorite. The frontispiece 
shows the Professor, who has just said 
that there never was such a thing as a ter 
baby, holding little Tom, whom he has 
brought up In a hand net, While Ellſe,““ who 
stands beside him, cries delightedly: It is 
a water baby! after Tom himself has de- 
clared with proper disgust that he is not a 
Cephalopod, which was the awful thing the 
Professor called him. Another picture shows 
Tom a little larger, the prettiest little; rosy- 
cheeked, blue-eyed, golden-haired darling 
that the fairies ever carried away for A play- 
mate. 


For the very little people there is a jolly 


book of rhymes, The Gentlest Giant, and 
Other Pleasant Persons,“ by Anna Bird 
Stewart,. with pictures by Dugald Stewart 
Walker, (Dodd, Mead & Co., $1.25.) Itisa 
nice, intimate book, with little notes here 
and there through it in which the author 
tells you things she wants you to know, par- 
ticularly about what she has written. Mr. 
Walker has made his pictures all over the 
pages, just where you might not expect to 
see them, and in all kinds of colors and 
black and white, just as you might not ex- 
pect to see those either.

It 
is indeed rather a low plateau, which, 
on reaching a definitely marked line, 
slopes down, both to the west and the 
north, to thirty feet, and, finally, to sea 


level. This line runs northeast along 


the western edge of the wood, as. far 
as it extends. This edge, therefore, 
may be said to mark the western limit 


ot the plateau, beyond which the ground 


becomes very low and marshy. 


Now let us see the contour of the 


battle line with respec* to this clump 
of woods. From near Passchendaele the 
line runs to the northwest as far as a 
point due south of the eastern border of 
the forest.

cessive. The spending of this sum, how- 
ever, appears to have been the simplest | 
of all the producers’ problems. First to 


last, it required a full year to make the.

It was to take care ot many thousands 
of cases of this sort that Representative 
Edwin Yates Webb of North Carolina, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
introduced the Civil Rights bill, with 
the emphatic approval of President Wil- 
son, Secretary Baker, and Secretary 
Daniels. As Mr. Baker put it: The 
army in France will be a more spirited 
and happy body of men; they will be 
healthier; they will be more effective as 
soldiers; they will be better citizens in 
every way if, when they are thus forci- 
) bly separated from their homes, Con- 
gress says that no additional disadvan- 
tage shall come to them by reason of 
any oppressive action on the part of 
creditors.” 

On the other hand, 
this bill to allow financial slackers to 
get out of eventually paying their just 
debts. It is merely to give soldiers and 
sailors time to pay without loss to them- 
selves or their creditors either within a 
rensonable time after the close of the 
war. 

“The bill,” explained Mr. Webb, “is 
not an inflexible stay of all claims 
against persons in military service. On 
the contrary, it nowhere prevents a 
creditor from enforcing the normal col- 
lection of any claim which should be 
paid by a soldier. Not the slightest 
hindrance is placed upon the service of 
summons or other process. Instead of 
a rigid suspension of all actions against 
a soldier or a sailor, a restriction upon 
suits is placed only. where a court is sat- 
isfied that the absence of the defendant 
in military service has materially im- 
paired bis ability to meet that partic- 
ular obligation. Most of the actions 
sought to be brought against soldiers 
will be for small amounts and so will 
be in local courts where the Judges may 
easily learn all the facts in the case. 
Though in military service, the debtor 
may have property from which his in- 
come continues to come in spite of the 
fact that he is in the army or the navy; 
perhaps he may be some ne er-do-well 
who is trying only to hide himself in 
the brown of his khuki, or the action 
may be for necessaries bought by his 
family after his departure from home.

grant a stay of proceedings. This stay 
is lanited to a maximum of six months 
after the close of the War, that ia, after 
the President of the United States pro- 
claims that the country is at peace with 
her present enemies. If the soldier is 
discharged from the service before the 
end of the war the period of the stay is 
shortened by just so much automatically. 
An exception to the general rule is made 
in the case of eviction proceedings for 
failure to pay rent. The maximum stay 
of eviction is three months. Rent, honest 
debts incurred before entering the serv- 
ice, furniture installment contracts, buy- 
ing homes on the installment plan, and 
life insurance transactions are the chief 
matters in which the soldier and sailor 
will be protected by the law as soon as 
its enactment is completed by the Senate. 

The lesson of the stay laws of the 
civil war teaches us that an arbitrary 
and rigid protection against suits is as 
much a mistaken kindness to the soldier 
as it is unnecessary. A total suspension 
for the period of the war of all rights 
against a soldier or sailor defeats its

terms of the obligation is materially im- gress 


absolutely. Nobody would give them 
credit. Furthermore, there are many 
men now in the army who can and 
should pay their obligations in full. 
But also there are already tens of 
thousands of men in the service who will 
be utterly ruined and their families made 
destitute if their creditors are allowed 
unrestrictedly to push their claims; and 
yet these same soldiers, if given time and 
opportunity, can, in most cases, meet 
their obligations, dollar for dollar. The 
country is asking 2,000,000 of its young 
men to risk their lives, to die if neces- 
sary. It is enly naked justice to give 
to the savings of these men as much pro- 
tection as possible; to save them not 
only from the shylock cares more 
for his pound of flesh than for his pa- 
triotism, but from the creditors with 
whom there may be an honest differ- 
ence of opinion as to how the burdens of 
the war shall be shared and distributed 
between civilians and soldiers. 

France and England have aiready 
taken similar action. In the latter coun- 
try protection is extended to certain 
classes of civilians whose incomes’ have 
been affected adversely by the war. Sev- 
eral of our States have enacted laws to 
accomplish this end since the beginning 
of the war, as practically every State, 
North and South, did at the time of the 
American civil war. But it is not a mat- 
ter which should be left to the States, for 
they are handicapped by doubts as to the 
constitutionality of their stay laws which 
do not affect Federal legislation at all. 
In the civil war the States were driven 
from pillar to post until their invention 
was exhausted in trying to find laws that 
would pass the constitutional test. In 
many cases those State laws of the six- 
ties were declared to be void because in 
violation of the Constitution of 4 
United States, which says that no 
State shall pass any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts.’ ”’ 

Mr. Webb then referred to several de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme 
Court, showing conclusively the abso- 
lute. freedom of the Federal Congress 
to enact laws impairing contracts re- 
gardless of the fact that the Consti- 
tution denies such freedom to the Legis- 
latures of States. In the first place 
there is the constitutional power of Con- 
gress to declare and make war. There 
is no restriction whatever on the methods 
it may employ to prosecute such war 

Anything that may be 
done to increase the efficiency of our 
troops in wartime is, therefore, consti- 
tutional The Secretary of War says 
that soldiers who are not worrying about 
their debts will be more efficient sol- 
diers. Therefore it is constitutional to 
relieve them of such worry by act of 
Congress. 

Specifically on the matter of impair- 
ing contracts and on the spirit of the 
Fifth Amendment to the Constitution, 
which prohibits taking private property 
for public use without just compensa- 
tion, the Supreme Court has said in its 
decision in the legal er cases: 

Nor can it be t that Congress

RELATIVE STRENGTH 
OF WARRING POWERS: 


Statistics Prepared 


Show Huge Preponderance in 
Favor of the Entente. 


HE comparative strength of the 
Allies and the Central Powers is 
‘graphically shown by The Bal- 
“ance Sheet of the Nations at 

War, which has just been compiled by 
the Bankers Trust Company. 

The world has a great task still 
before it in order to nullify the plans 
of the Hohenzollerns,“ says the intro- 
duction. ‘“‘ The task must not be belit- 
ted, but it is at least interesting / to 
see resources existing successfully to ac- 
complish this task, provided that the na- 
tions of the world now opposed to Ger- 
many continue to co-operate intelligently 


— 


have been absolutely defeated and their 
plans of world dominion rendered per- 
manently ineffective.“ 

Figures showing, for both sides, the 
combined area, income and interest 
charge, and cost of the war in treasure 
and men, are presented with the expla- 

ation that they have been gathered with 
reat care from the best available 
sources and are believed to reflect 
with substantial correctness the relative 
economic strength of the opposing groups 
of nations, although it is impossible to 
vouch for their absolute accuracy. 

The Allies, including the United States, 
are shown, by this tabulation, to con- 
trol 19,526,000 square miles of the earth’s 
surface, or 94.1 per cent. of the total 
area-held by the nations at war, as 
compared with 1,222,000 square miles, or 
only 5.9 per cent. held by the Teutonic 
combination. The aggregate population 
of the Allies, exclusive of the large 
Asiatic population tributary to the Brit- 
ish Empire, reaches the huge total of 
473,250,000, or 76.3 per cent. of the total 
of warring peoples, while that of the 
Central Powers is but 147,000,000, or 23.7 
per cent. 

Without counting Asiatics and Afrt- 
cans, the Allies have available for mili- 
tary service 91,700,000 men, or 78.5 per 
cent. of the total of possible fighting 
men, while the Teutonic, Powers can 
command but 25,050,000, or 2L5 per cent. 
The number of men actually enrolled in 
the armies and navies of the Allies is 
21,400,000, or 66 per cent. of the total, 
while the enrolled military strength of 
the Teutonic allies is 11,000,000, or 34 
per cent., as shown by the following 
table:

BACK LOT PLAYGROUNDS 
FOR CITY CHILDREN 


are often told that this 18 the 

Century of the Child.“ And in 
this country we are supposed to 
look after the welfare ot children and 
to secure their rights by law, more 
carefully than in other countries. But, 
alas! this is not always thé case, as I 
shall presently show. 
During 1916, 664 persons were killed and 
23,820 were injured in the streets of this 
city; of those killed, 267, or nearly 41 
per cent., were children under 16 years 
old, Of the proportion of children injured 
I have no figures, but it is safe to say 
that probably half the above number. 
were hurt. Injuries received in street 
accidents are not apt to be slight. 

In May a detailed study of all the 
tenement sections south of Fourteenth 
Street shows 15 per cent. of all the pop- 
ulation of Greater New York; but these 
sections contain only one-ninth of 1 per 
cent. of the total park area. 

The relation of recreation facilities to 
safety is shown by the fact that betwen 
19 and 20 per cent. of all the killed or in- 
jured have lived in these congested sec- 
tions. We are beginning to realize the 
value and the imperative need of more 
Playgrounds for all children, especially 
in the above districts. The need of 
wholesome recreation for them is every+ 
where recognized. The enormous public 
debt ($1,000,000,000) of New York makes 
purchase of suitable areas for this pur- 
pose impossible. And so, to save the 
lives and limbs of the children, recourse 
to other instrumentalities must be had. 

The Police Department has provided 


more space by permitting street and 


backyard playgrounds. Certain streets 
in the more crowded districts, where 
the traffic. is moderate, are closed to 
vehicles every day between 3 and 6 to 
give the children a chance to play. 
Stanchions are placed at the ends of 
the street placarded Closed to vehi- 
cles,’’ with officers to see that there is 
no traffic except that having business 
in that block. 

Co-operation in this work has been 
offered by various-associations, provid- 
ing supervisors to direct the play of 
the children. About 100 boys and girls 
from two to fifteen years old play on 
each of these streets every day. These 
playgrounds, however, are in use only 
in Summer, with few exceptions.

$40,000,000 AUTO BILL. 


Canada’s Purchases from United 
States in Last Six Years. 


During the six years ended March, 
1917, Canada’s imports of automobiles 
from the United States amounted to 
more than $40,000,000. In 1912 the 
amount was $6,077,497; in 1913, $9,233,- 
171; in 1914, $6,459,346; in 1915, $4,532,- 
138; in 1916, $5,790,498; and in the year 
ended last March, $8,555,475, says a 
Consular report. 

The 1913 reports showed that the num- 
bér of registered cars in Canada had 
increased by 16,780, or 38 per cent. over 
the 1912 registration, and in 1914 the 
increase was 22,070, or 36 per cent. over 
1913. After three years of war it is 

estimated that Canada this year is pur- 
chasing 100,000 new motor cars, almost 
five times as many as in 1914. 

The motor car in Canada is more and 
more coming to be considered a commer- 
cial necessity. It has aided in the move- 


ment of troops, facilitated the trans- 

portation of war material, increased the 

efficiency of the farm, aided in the 

quicker movement of all things pertain- 

ing to business, mg has been a great 

economic factor in the development of 
general business.
